Series C are in denominations of 


$1,000 to $1,000,000 and are accept- 
able for taxes in unlimited amounts. 
Neither is callable. 


Interest on Series A issue accrues 


at 16 cents a month per $100 or at 
an interest rate of about 1.92 per 
cent a year. If it is not issued for 
tax payments no interest is paid. 


Interest on the Series C issue ac- 


crues each month from date of is- 
sue on a graduated scale per $1,000. 
ranging from fifty cents for the first 
half-year to $1.10 for two and one- 
half to three years. 


Each series may be presented for 


taxes at par and accrued inteiest 
during and after second calender 
month after date of purchase.

Axis Didn't Know 


About F.D.R.'s Trip 


New York, Oct. 2 (AP)—Indica- 


tions were today that although 
President Roosevelt's nation-wide 
tour of defense plants was a secret 
shared by countless Americans, the 
Axis twwers had no inkling of it. 


This was in sharp contrast to the 


frequency with which the Axis-radio 
—Berlin especially — reported 
the 


movements of Prime Minister Chur- 
chill on his recent trip to Moscow 
before that mission was complete 
and censorship on it lifted. 


The first Axis mention of the 


Roosevelt trip, coming today from 
Berlin and cloaked as a dispatch 
from Stockholm, was a labored in- 
terpretation in which the simul- 
taneous views were taken that the 
trip was meant to "popularize" the 
President and that at the same 
time it had been kept secret. 


Army heavy bombers, escorted by pursuit craft, again 
bombed enemy ships and buildings at Kiska.
